Two new words — Home Service — 
are taking important places in the 
vocabulary and activity of the SM 
American Rod Cross chapters in Ohio, 

Indiana and Kentucky. 

At war s outbreak ten months ago 
to the few chapters then organized 
Red Cross work and popular knowl- 
edge of it crntcred only around prep- 
aration of ho. pital supplies, equip- 
ment of ba.^c fio.-^pitals and sui'iii>ing 
their personnel, and provisions of re- 
lief in times of disaster. 

Then came the unfolding of a mul- 
titude of other chapter obligations — 
solicitation of war funds, drivin:? for 
increased membership, organization of 
school auxiliaries, turning out huge 
quotas of knitted articles, surgical 
dressings and Christmas packets. 

Amor.>' th<>?o oblipaiions -niodcl of 
1917 — was the organization of Home 
Service committees, better known in 
some communities as civilian relief 
committees. Frequently the activi- 
ties of the Hoi;ie Service committees 
woic belittlt d by other chapter com- 
mittees. Thi.- because importance of 
Homo Service had not been clearly 
defined. Now, through the efforts of 
the Bureau of Civilian Relief of the 
Lak' Division, licadiiunrters at Cleve- 
lai.d. chapters iiave come to a clear 
understanding of the vitalness of Red 
Cross Hmne Senriee in relation to wnr 
and complete victory. 

But to the general public, notably 
In the po-called rural conununities. 
Home Service is little better under- 
stood than it was by the chapters a 
matter of five months back. 

So, what Is Red Cross Home Service 
and \v!iy? 

Home Service must be tlie nation's 
' assurasKe that the enlisted -and con- 
' scripted man's family shall not suffer 
! for want of any essential thing within 
I the pov fc ! f f I he nation to give. 

The Public's Conception. 
I "Yes," says Mr. .-\vernK • Citizen, 
j "but isn't the government providing 
I war risk insurance, and will it not pro- 
vide separation allowance where 
necessary? Isn't it a fact that but 
{ few men with dependmts have lieen 
called to arms?" 

Mr. Average Citizen is correct, but 
he is thinking only in t«rms of money 
relief. And it is to convince him that 
adin.pisfration of money relief is only 
one nf niany features of Home Serv- 
ice that this series of articles on the 
rudiments of Home Service have been 
prepared. 

Scan thi.« brief summary of the op- 
portunities confronting Home Service 
committees in your county and you 
will agree that the opportunities have 
become tha duty and privilege of an 
npstandUig, patriotle, American ciU- 
zenshlp. 

!. Conservation hy service of hu- 
man resources wherever deterioration 
is threatened in a aoMier's or a sail- 
or's home. 

2. Temper' ry relief of families in 
which there has been a delay in pay- 
ments, or in which there is an emer- 
gency. 

3. Responsibility for regular and 
continued assistance In eases not 

covered by government allowance — 
this includes families In need and res- 
ident in the United States of men who 
are in the service of our allies. 

4. Personal aanriee to tha ratomed 
soldier or saHor. aopadally vbaa he 
is disabled. 

5. An information service whirh 
will save time, trouble and anxiety for 
kmaly retettrea of enlisted men. 

C. Advancement ot home standards 
wherever possible, but eapaeially 
when the lack of help is Ukdy to 
cause family disintegration. 

Suatalns Soldiers' Morale. 
"Men may be the best siddlen in 
the world (I quote you from the 
Manual of Home Service issued by 
American Red Cross headquarters, 
Washington), but if things are not 
well with their families at home, they 
lose effleieney through worry, and'tiM 
morale of the army — that all im- 
portant factor — begins to fail. 

"9o it is the patriotic duty as well 
as the humanitarian opportunity of 
Home Serrioa woricers ot the Ameri- 
can Red Cross to care for lonely fam- 
ilies of our fighting men. It is to be 
remembered that they soon will be 
'fighting men' in real earnest. Not 
only our enemies, but our allies, and 
tha American people as well, will be 
watehlng them. 

"Bverv' report from the training 
camps and from the French front 
mentions the excellent spirit of our 
troops.

Lewis, and he held the office un- 
til 1886. He was elected Judge 
after serving ab Governor of the 
State. 

Prestcm H. Lealie wia bom in 
OUiton eonn^, Kj., in the year, 
1819. He cnwiMiead the prac- 
tieeef lair hi Mearoe eawity, 
but aaeae yeara later removed to 
Glasgow. He filled out the on- 
expired term of Gov. Stevenson, 
who went to the U. S. Senate, and 
was then elected Governor for 
a full term. Late in life he was 
appointed by President, Cjovern- 
or of Montana, and then district 
Attorney. He died there a few 
years ago, at a very advaaeed

The hopes of the disciples were 
cnislied when Christ annoiinred his 
death on the cross. They were unable 
to see bow Tictorr enld taoe from 
death. Jesus took wlOl him Peter, 
James and John, and went Into the 
mountain apart by themsolvos. .Ac- 
cording to Luke, they went there to 
pray (Lute 0:28). WhDe, doobtless. 
he longed for fellowship and sjrmimthy 
as the shadows of the cross were fall- 
inz iijion him. his chief desire was to 
pet the disciples apart and into a state 
of recei>tlTlt7, so that he might show 
them the methods of the kingdom. Be- 
fore poinp Into the mountain, he de- 
clared that there were some standing 
in his presence who would not taste of 
death till tbmy kad seen the kingdom 
of God come with power (v. 1). That 
their drooplnj: spirits might be rerhred 
and their confidence restored, he was 
transfigured before them. The disci- 
ples sorely needed such a vision. If 
the faith of the dlsdples was to be 
kept through the dark hour of the 
cross which was looming large before 
them the light of the eternal mu.st 
beam forth. The disciple now, as' 
then, needs a ^impse of the gloiy be- 
yond the cross In order to tnee the Is- 
sues of the hour. 

I. Jasua Christ Glorified on the 
liwiHihi (TT. 2. S). He took Ms dis- 
ciples "by themselves" and was "trans- 
flgured before them." This shows the 
purpose terminated upon the disciples 
and not upon himself.

Food Administrator Delighted With 
Splendid Entmisiasm of Slas Qrass 

state To Give Up Men, Money and 
Food For Liberty's Cauaa. 

— Louisville, Ky. 
Telling blows against the Germans 
are being struck by the rood Army of 

Kentucky — the army which includes 
all the farmers of the country, all the 
city peoplo wto are raising war gar- 
dens, and an tto people in both city 
and country wto sit down to three 
square meals a day. All parts of tto 
state are represented in the army 
raised by the Food Administration and 
which, under tto baaaer reading "Food 
Will Win the War" is conducting the 
big Spring Offensive against waste at 
home and hunger and want in the 
ranks of the Allied soldiers and their 
dependents. 

Federal Food Administrator F. M. 
Sackett is pleased at the work being 
done. Kentucky is a hard state to 
reach, but it can be reached, and it has 
been reached. Mr. Hoover's admon- 
ition, "Food Will Win the War," is be- 
ing heeded, and President Wilson's in- 
junction to "enlist in the service of 
the Food Administration" is being fol- 
lowed un res er v edly. 

Every county in the state has a Food 
Administrator. Any mill, any mer- 
chant, any farmer, any consumer trou- 
bled by a vexing technical regular 
tion can get his troubles removed, or 
settled, by going to tto nearest county 
seat. And the administrators without 
exception report a willingness to co- 
operate which is met with everywhere. 

"If wheat Is B ea d ed, wheat will be 
raised in aiy county, even ttongh a 
financial loss is entailed," is the way 
one administrator put it in conversa- 
tion recently. "Then if it is necessary 
tto poop- whe raise it will sell it all, 
so our soldiers and their associates 
in arms can get it, and themselves eat 
combread all the year." 

Something of that same spirit has 
been manifested both by producers and 
consumers everywhere in Kentucky. 
Mr. Sackett was not at all surprised 
at the composure with which the latest 
wheat-saving regulation was promul- 
gated, for this very reason. The latest 
regulation says no person must eat 
more than six pounds of wheat a 
month, which is oao and oaa-half 
pounds a week. 

"And that means six pounds of all 
kinds of wheat products, too," one ad- 
ministrator explained. "It doesn't 
mean six pounds of bread, and then a 
lot of maccaroni and cakes and crack- 
ers, too. It means six pounds of wheat 
products per person per month." 

Soldiers and their 
have bread. Wheat is the only Inread- 
making product which can be sent to 
Europe now. Com would germinate 
during the long journey. American 
and Allied soldiers must have wheat 
bread or quit fighting; hence tto Food 
Administration has asked the pep^ 
of Kentucky to limit themselves to slB 
pounds of wheat flour per month. 

Coatimie Wheatleae Days. 

Federal Food Administrator F. M. 
Sackett advises the continuance ol 
wheatless days. "C!ontinued observ- 
aace of wheatless days and meals will 
aid In keeping consumption down," 
Mr. Sackett said. "People are offered 
the alternative of saving wheat by 
doing without entirely on certain days 
and meals, or by using less at all 
times, but I would recommend both. 
Saving wheat is a military necessity 
and individual consumption must be 
held to six pounds a BM>nth if we are 
to win the war."

Allied Govanments* Purchases 
in the United States 



Arrangements were entered into shortly after the heginning of the 
war by the secretary of the treasury, with the approval of the president, 
■with the governments of Great Britain, France, Russia, Italy, Belgium and 
Serbia, whereby Bernard M. Baruch, Hobert S. Lovett and Bobert S. 
BroddngB of the war mdnsfanes board were designated a feawwrion 
through whom or with whose approval or consent all purchasea ia fha 
United States of mateiiali and •appUea bj im oa behalf of tbeee fmiiis 
ments shall be made. 

Under this arrangement these govenUBOits communicate their le- 
quirementB for materials and supplies to fluB commieskm ihroi^ flieir 
designated purchasing agents in this country, and the commission then 
uses its best efforts to obtain offers of the materials and supplies required 
at the best obtainable prices and terras, of delivery and otherwise, and 
submits the same to the purchasing agent concerned, it being no part of 
fhe oommienon'a duty to prepare and rign eiMitraeta, or to gofMrriie iheir 
execution, or to (determine technical details, or to carry out the inspection 
of materials, all of which nattera are cared for bj the goiamiwinti eon- 
cemed. 

The foreign governments have agreed not to make panbane in the 
United States otherwise than tbrongfa or with tiie eonaent of the emmis- 

ik>n. The arrangements provide that nothing expressed or implied, nor 
anything done or omitted by the rommissi>>n, sball impose any obligation 
or liability upon the United States wiielher to advance moneys, to es- 
tablish credits, or otherwise. The purchasing commission in carrying otit 
the terms el tliif agreement, says Commerce Keports, is endeavoring to sec 
first that the wants of the governments associated with the United States 
in the war are supplied as promptly as possible, and without interfering 
with the requirements of our own government. This necessarily involves 
the finding of a source of supply from whidi artides needed by the aDiea 
can be obtained withont {mjudioe to contracts placed witil the "United 
States government for articles of the same kind, and in many cases it has 
been found necessary to develop new sources of supj)lv — that is, to induce 
some one who has not been previously making the articles needed to pro- 
duce them.

The exp-^nsea 
of the government are 16 times as 
much under war conditions as in 
peace timea. Not until 1910 did tta 
espeaAtmea of the UBMed Slatoa 
reach a billion dollars In a year. This 
year, the first in the war. Congress 
appropriated 118.802,027,501. In 1898, 
the year of the Spanish-American war, 
the total appreprlatlaaa wsto IsaathaM 
half a billion dollars— $485,002,044. or 
about one thirty-sixth of the cost of 
the first year In the present war. 

In addition to voting more than 
00e .mH W caah tor tta Urst year el 
the war, Congress authorized the gor* 
ernment to enter into additional con- 
tracts which aggregate $2,511,000,000.
